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RFK Pleads for 
Rights Bill 
to Congress

In his third appeal on Capitol 


Hill for passage of the measure, i 
Kennedy said discrimination in 
education,, 
employment, 
voting, 


and public accomodations 
that 


bars Negroes 
from 
the "main 


stream of our society" must be 
wiped out. 


While Kennedy was testifying 


before the Senate Judiciary Com- • 
mittee on the 
administration's 


seven-point program, another Cab- 
inet member, Secretary of Labor 
W. Willard Wirtz,, was telling the 
Senate Commerce Committee that 
an end to discrimination in pub- 
lic accomodations would contrib- 
ute immeasurably to the nation's 
economy. 
' The Commerce group's hearings 
are limited to the accommoda- 
tions part of the program. 


Kennedy stressed the accomo- 


dations bill, say-ing discrimination 
in hotels, restaurants and the like 
"is the wrong that has caused 
most of the recent demonstra- 
tions." 


"The other sections of the bill 


are ways of tunneling in to get 
at the smoldering origins of the 
fire; this one takes care of the 
flames," he said, by "taking the 
demonstrations off the streets and 
into the courts." 


Giving an example of what he 


called "the intolerable 
insult" 


faced by. Negroes, Kennedy said 
tourist guidebooks list no over- 
night accomdations for Negroes 
in Danville, Va., "but a dog, pro- 
vided he is traveling with a white 
•marir is welcome to spend the 
flight" in four such places there. 
. In his testimony Wirtz told the 
Commerce: Committee; htat "in- 
equality of opportunity and the 
unrest It fosters hurts the econo- 
my i and affects unemployment." 
' "Numerous specific instances 
can be cited of firms that- have 
changed their plans. to i locate in 
af town' because of facial unrest," 
he said.

House Agriculture Committee vot- 
ed Wednesday to accept a cotton 
bill' amendment that would set the 
general level of price supports for 
cotton at 30 cents a pound next 
year. 29% cents in 1965 and 29 
cents in 1966. 


.The progressive lowering of 


price supports for the next three 
yearS would be for cotton pro- 
duced above 15 bales on each 
farm 


The amendment would alter a 


committee measure known as the 
Cooley Bill. Rep. Harold Cooley, 
D-N.C.,i is chairman. 


It would authorize the Secretary 


of Agriculture to support the first 
15 bales of cotton produced on 
each farm at up to 10 per cent 
above the general support level 
i^-but not above the general sup- 
port level for the 1963 crop of 32.47 
cents a pound.

AGORSKY, U.S.S.R. (AP) ~ 


With/ two . representatives of the 
Vatican- present, the Russian Or- 
thodox church today celebrated the 
fiOth anniversary of the ordination 
as a bishop of Alexci,; patriarch 
of Moscow and all the Russias. 


The Most Rev. Francois Char- 


riere, bishop of Lausanne, Ge- 
neva and Freiburg in Switzerland, 
and the Rev. Christophe Dumont, 
head of the Istina Institute for 
Study of Russian Orthodoxy,, at- 
tended the ceremonies in this 14th 
century monastery. 


Observers said it was part of 


a Roman Catholic effort to es- 
tablish closer contacts with the 
Russian church. 


Alcxei, 86, was named patriarch 


in 1945 at the end of World War 
II during which he stayed in Len- 
ingrad throughout the Nazi siege. 


The S o v i e t government has 


awarded him three orders of the 
Red Banner of Labor and today 
the official 
news agency Tass 


hailed him as a "tireless cham- 
pion of peace." 


The patriarch was a strong sup- 


porter of Stalin whom he called 
Russia's "God-given leader." He 
blessed a. wreathe for the dic- 
tator's grave and conducted a me- 
morial service to mourn what he 
called Russia's "grievous loss" at 
Stalin's death. 


In 1946, he denounced the late 


Pope Piusi II as a "collaborator 
of the Nazis" and in 1952 wrote 
an epistle to be read in all1 Or- 
thodox 
churches 
accusing 
the 


United States of conducting germ 
warfare in Korea.

WASHINGTON (API-President 


Kennedy has given his blessings 
to the late-August civil rights 
demonstration planned for the na- 
tional capital and says, "I look 
forward to being here." 


This was the highlight of a Ken- 


nedy news conference Wednesday 
in which he applauded peaceful 
racial 
protests while decrying 


those which can lead to violence 
and bloodshed. 


The session with newsmen — 


Kennedy's first in Washington in 
eight weeks — covered a wide 
range of topics including: 


Business and Taxes: The Presi- 


dent steid business is better than 
expected, tax receipt consequent- 
ly have exceeded predictions and, 
as a result, last year's budget def- 
icit totaled $6.2 billion compared 
with a January forecast of $8.8 
billion. He said this bolsters his 
argument that a $10-billion tax 
cut would boost the economy still 
further and eventually balance 
the budget. 


Cold War Talks: Kennedy said 


he is "still hopeful" that the Unit- 
ed States, Britain and the Soviet 
Union can achieve some kind of 
nuclear test ban treaty in the 
current Moscow talks. But he 
thinks talk of a possible summit 
meeting 
is premature,, saying 


such a session is hot "indicated or 
needed." 


Moon 
Race: 
The 
President 


wants a continued effort to put an 
American on the moon in this dec- 
ade in order to show "the capaci- 
ty to dominate space." He treat- 
ed as inconclusive British scien- 
tist Bernard Lovell's report that 
the Soviets may be losing inter- 
est in the moon race. 


Rail' Strike: 
Kennedy 
again 


urged the railroads and operating 
unions to settle their work rules 
dispute before a threatened na- 
tionwide strike July 29. He said 
both sides would be much better 
off to work things out themselves 
"and not depend upon the govern- 
ment to do it." If a strike comes, 
Kennedy said he will ask Con- 
gress :to end it by legislation. 


In talking alaoM 
civil rights, 


Kennedy scoffed vat a claim by 
Alabama Gov. George C. Wallace 
that racial demonstrations have 
been Communist-inspired. 


"We have no evidence," he 


said, "that any of the leaders of 
the civil rights movements in the 
United States are Communists. 
We have no evidence that the 
demonstrations are 
Communist- 


inspired. I think it is a convenient 
scapegoat to suggest that all the 
difficulties are Communist."

Eclipse May 
Give Data to 
Scientists 


By FRANK CAREY 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Na- 


ture's big show Saturday — a 
total eclipse of the sun — will 
draw one of the biggest scientific 
audiences in history and have a 
barrage of rockets for an over- 
ture. 


The experts, however, won't 


view the awesome sight as just 
a spectacular. They hope to get 
information that may reduce the 
hazards of space travel and im- 
prove weather forecasting 
and 


communications. 


Because of the eclipse's path 


more people than ever before will 
glimpse 
at least part of the 


eclipse. Most Americans,, though, 
will see only a partial eclipse. 


It will be total only along a 60- 


mile-wide path across Alaska. 
Canada and Maine. 


And only in these areas may it 


be viewed safely with the naked 
eye, for elsewhere the perform- 
ance will be too brilliant, 


Health authorities have urged 


all but scientists with special 
equipment to turn their backs on 
it, lest their eyes be permanently 
damaged. 


The recommendation is to watch 


the big show on television, or to us 
cardboard reflectors. To do this, 
you punch a small hole in a piece, 
of cardboard and hold it so the 
sun's image at your back will be 
projected through the hole onto a 
while surface. 


A rocket baa-rage from various 


points in North America will her 
aid the eclipse. The rockets will 
be used in conducting various ex' 
perimenU. 


A jet aircraft carrying scieai- 


tlists and anaslrouaut. Navy LI. 
Cmd. Malcolm S. Carpenter,, will 
chase the eclipse's shadow across 
Uie continent. 


Radio beams from earth will be 


focused on it. 


Other scientists will study the 


antics of birds and other wildlife 
during the eerie period of the 
eclipse. A University of Maine 
group, for example, intends to 
keep tabs on the behavior of mos- 
quitoes.

A Gromyka obtained the daely to 
give a luncheon for East German 
Foreign Minister Lothar Boltz, 
who arrived Wednesday with spe- 
cialists in transportation and fi- 
nance for consultations. 


The Americans gave no indica- 


tion of displeasure at the visit 
of the East Germans,, for it was 
quite within the right of the Soviet 
government to invite representa- 
tives of a fraternal Communist 
state! to the Soviet captitlal.) 


But Undersecretary of State W. 


Averell Harriman made it clear 
the U.S. delegation would have no 
contact With the East Germans. 


.Western diplomatic experts ex- 


pressed the view that success in 
the nuclear test ban talks could 
lead-"to broader East-West nego- 
tiations and perhaps a summit 
conference this year. 
.Negotiators of the United States, 
Britain and the Soviet Union still1 
face several thorny issues. 


Talk of a summit conference 


rose last spring. U.S. officials dis- 
counted it because no special 
agreement seemed possible then, 


But if the Moscow conference is 


successful, President Kennedy, So- 
viet Premier 
Khrushchev 
and! 


British Prime Minister Macmillan 
could, well decide, either to sign 
the test ban treaty personally or 
to meet soon after its signing to 
discuss broader disarmament and 
political issues.

Wall Street 
Returns to 
Usual Calm

NEW YORK (AP)-Jitters gave 


way to relative calm in Wall 
Street today as the financial cap- 
ital studied searching criticism of 
some key stock market prac- 
tices. 


Presidents of the nation's two 


largest securities marts worked 
on rebuttal to an unexpectedly 
severe report filed1 with Congress 
by Securities and Exchange Com- 
mission investigators Wednesday. 


Amid outcries of dismay from 


some brokers, G.. Keith Funton, 
president of the New York Stock 
Exchange, held his peace. So did 
Edwin D. Etherington, president 
of the American Stock Exchange. 


They said time was required to 


digest the 2,100-page installment 
of SEC inquiry findings, sequel to 
a milder report last April. 


However, Etherington promised 


to voice his opinions of "ill-ad- 
vised" comments in the report. 


The SEC special study commit- 


tee assailed several time-honored 
stock market practices, mostly 
concerned with the market's in- 
side workings rather than activ- 
ities directly touching the public. 


It called for new curbs on short 


selling, floor traders and stock 
specialists, tighter supervision of 
trading in unlisted securities in 
the over-the-counter market and 
an improved system for handling 
odd-lot or small volume transac- 
tions. 


To the financial community's 


relief, there was no blanket de- 
mand for segregating the broker 
and dealer functions of many 
Watl Street firms. 


One section of the report urged 


elimination of floor traders by 
Jan. 2, 1965. It said these brokers 
who buy and sell for their own 
account, enjoy unfair advantages 
over others. 


Of 1.366 New York Stock Ex 


change members, a small minor

JFK Leaves 
No Doubt 
of His Stand

WASHINGTON (AP)-President 


Kennedy 
has 
eliminated 
any 


doubt about his approval of a 
massive Negro-led demonstration 
in Washington Aug. 28 while Con- 
gress considers a civil rights bill. 
He's for it. 


But at this point in the civil 


rights fight there are four devel- 
oping questions so deeply rooted 
in uncertainty that none of them 
can be answered now: 


1. Negro demonstrations are in- 


creasing around the country out- 
side Washington. 


2. The August demonstration by 


perhaps 100,000 people will show 
Negroes' 
earnest 
demand 
for 


equal treatment. But the big 
question is: Will it remain peace- 
ful? With 100,000 people taking 
part, ajicH perhaps as many or 
more Negroes and whites watch- 
ing, a few bad incidents could 
snowball into disaster. 


3. Will Congress finally produce 


a civil rights law that has any 
real meaning for Negroes? 


4. If not, what form will 
1 Ne- 


groes' resentment take then? No 
one seems to be thinking about 
this question at the moment. Ken- 
nedy hasn't said anything, if only 
because he wasn't asked. 


Last June 19, when he sent his 


civil rights message to Congress 
there was talk the August dem-

Congress to apply the maximum 
pressure for action. 


He seemed then, although he 


didn't say so explicitly,, to be 
against such tactics. That would 
be not a march in Washington but 
a 
march on Congress. 
Some 


members of Congress 
reacted 


strongly against any such idea. 


This is what Kennedy said then 


in his message: 


"This problem is! now before 


Congress. Unruly tactics or pres- 
sures wil? not help and may hin- 
der 
effective 
consideration of 


:hese measures, 


"While the Congress is complet- 


ng its work, I urge all commun- 
ity leaders, Negro and white, to 
do their utmost to lessen tensions 
and1 exercise self-restraint. The 
ingress should1 have an oppor- 
;unity to freely work its will." 


In his message he severely con- 


demned racial violence. 


But between June 19, the date 


of the message, an'd today there 
is no longer talk of a march on 
the Capitol. Now the intention 
seems to be to have a massive 
demonstration elsewhere in Wash- 
ington. 


So, when Kennedy was asked 


Wednesday if he thought the 
planned demonstration might han- 
dicap his efforts in the civil rights 
field, he answered: 


"No,, I think that the way the 


Washington march is now devel- 
oped1, which is a peaceful assem- 
bly calling for a redress of griev- 
ances', the cooperation with the 
police, every evidence that it is 
going to be peaceful',, they are go- 


d'ened by the need to pay com- 
missions and favored by knowl- 
edge not yet public.

During that period he had ac- 


a-ss to Sweden's; entire! defense 
strategy. Wennerstrom knew a lot 
about the North Atlantic Treaty 
Orsanjzalion's defense plans5 and 
weapons. He visited NATO mi!i- 
hiry installations. He was in fre- 
quent contact with Danish and 
Norwegian military men. He was 
friendly with many top Western 
diplomats here.

Cloan-up operations began late 
Tuesday in this central Arkansas 
resoii and gambling center,, after 
a four-foot wave of water cascad- 
ed down eight blocks of the busi- 
ness district at daybreak. 


The deluge caught the spa in 


the midst of preparations for the 
22nd annual Miss Arkansas Pag- 
eant. The outdoor pageant site es- 
caped damage, though, and 43 
beauties appeared 
on schedule 


Tuesday night. 


Ironically, a contract had been 


let last week to lay an emergency 
pipeline to nearby Lake Hamilton 
to forestall an impending water 
shortage. 


There were no injuries in the 


flood that resulted from an 8.31 
inch rainfall, but damage to prop_ 
erty and merchandise was running 
into the hundreds of thousands of 
dollars.

ders tumbling down from moun- 
tainsides.

But in some cities, another word 
has been added to (he racial vo- 
cabulary : resegregation.

Changes in racial patterns have 


completed the cycle in some cit- 
ies—going from segregated to de- 
segregated schools, then back to 
segregation. 


This reverting, or resegrega- 


lion. is noticeable in Washington, 
D.C.: St. Louis, Mo.; Miami. Fla 
and Nashville Tenn. 


One of the major reasons is the 


population shifts. White residents 
moved out as Negroes moved in. 


Washington schools lowered ra- 


cial barriers without trouble in 
1954. Virtually all the schools had 
racially mixed student bodies. 


Negroes then were in a slight 


majority. Now they comprise 83 
per cent of the enrollment and a 
majority of the teaching staffs. 


A massive population shift fol- 


lowed. 


From 36 per cent Negro in 1950, 


the capital went to 54 per cent 
in 1960 and an estimated 57 per 
cent now—the only major U.S 
city with a Negro majority. 


White residents have moved to 


the suburbs. Negroes have stayed 
in the city, joined annually by 
thousands of migrants from the 
South. Negroes are unable to ob- 
tain housing in most of the sur- 
rounding Virginia and Maryland 
suburbs. 


Nashville's resegregation is at- 


tributed to population shifts by 
Reed Sarratt. executive director 
of |he Southern Education Report- 
ing" Service, which studies school 
integration. 


However, a sociology professor. 


J. Kenneth Morland of Lynchburg, 
Va., said in a recent report that 
Nashville's pupil assignment poli- 
cy also figured in the situation. 


Morland said the policy allowed 


"those children assigned 
to a 


school in which they were in a 
racial minority to transfer to the 
nearest school in which their race 
is in a majority." 


In St. Louis, a city of 800,000, 


the resegregation 
i s s u e has 


spawned an intensive campaign 
among the 225,000 Negroes to halt 
the practice of transporting Negro 
pupils 
to predominantly 
white 


schools. 


The main objection of the Ne- 


groes is that students taken by 
bus from a predominantly Negro 
school are kept in the same class 
groups that they were in at their 
home school, although they take 
part in all other aspects of school 
life. 


Some white and Negro parents 


last month stopped 12 buses from 
leaving loading points as the dis- 
pute simmered. The school board 
has denied charges of resegregat- 
ing the schools. 


St. Louis' Negro population in- 


creases; the white population de- 
creases as suburbs grow. 


A biracial committee, trying to 


settle the dispute urged elimina- 
tion of the bus shutle or complete 
integration of the schools to which 
the Negroes were transported. 


The school board pledging a pol- 


icy of maximum integration, said 
school districts "which we|e well 
integrated in the mid-1950s not 
only have become predominantly 
Negro but have become oppres- 
sively overcrowded—as a result 
of population shifts." 


That was the situation at Or- 


chard Villa School in Miami.
